Wasatch  Front  gas  price  hikes 
reflect  increased  distributor  costs

The  cost  of  commuting  just  took  a  hike.  Regular  gasoline 
prices  at  nearly  all  service  stations  in  the  Wasatch  Front  area 
were  raised  3  to  5  cents  a  gallon  this  week,  said  various  service 
station  managers. 

“Last  month  our  distributors  raised  prices  four  times,”  said 
Dan  England,  attendant  at  Mr.  G’s  Gas  and  Goodies  in  Provo. 
“It  was  just  getting  so  high  we  had  to  start  compensating  for 
the  increase.”  Mr.  G’s,  like  many  other  local  stations,  in¬ 
creased  its  regular  prices  from  $1.15  to  $1.21  per  gallon. 

David  Brown,  manager  of  a  Rainbo  Service  Station  on 
Redwood  Road  in  Salt  Lake  City,  said  the  station’s  two-cent 
jump  in  prices  from  $1.17  to  $1.19  per  gallon  was  “facilitated 
by  the  last  increase  in  wholesale  prices.” 

Another  Rainbo  station  manager,  John  Williams,  said 
Rainbo  stations  are  able  to  keep  prices  lower  than  larger,  in¬ 
dependently  owned  stations  because  it  is  able  to  buy  in  greater 
volume. 

“There’s  a  whole  chain  of  events  leading  to  the  increases,” 
said  Dick  DalSoglio,  commission  agent  for  the  distributors  of 
Chevron  USA,  Inc.  “The  producers  at  the  wells  increase 
prices,  who  in  turn  pass  their  increases  on  to  refiners, 
wholesale  distributors  and  finally  dealers.” 

Like  several  other  distributors  in  the  Salt  Lake  area,  he  said 
their  suppliers  had  increased  prices  2  to  6  cents  a  gallon  during 
January. 

Crude  oil  prices  are  also  influenced  by  refinery  runs,  ex¬ 
plained  Lynn  Kirkham,  operations  manager  for  Olympus  Oil, 
Inc. 

A  refinery’s  efficiency  is  based  on  demand.  When  the  public 
demand  is  low,  the  refinery  must  still  continue  production,  of¬ 
ten  with  a  severely  decreased  rate  of  efficiency.  Production 
costs  remain  the  same,  and  consequently,  wholesale  prices 


must  rise  to  compensate,  he  said. 

“If  a  company  must  have  a  75-percent  efficiency  rate  to 
make  a  profit,  and  it  drops  down  to  50  percent,”  Kirkham 
said,  “they  must  pay  the  same  amount  of  money  for  less  oil 
production.  This  is  when  the  wholesale  prices  begin  to  rise.” 

DalSoglio  said  Salt  Lake  area  stations  are  making  anywhere 
from  4  to  9  cents  a  gallon  profit.  The  maximum  profit  federal 
regulations  allow  them  is  17  and  three-tenths  cents  a  gallon. 

“Some  area  stations  may  be  trying  to  get  maximum  profit,” 
Kirkham  said,  “but  most  are  very  aware  the  amount  of  com¬ 
petition  won’t  allow  that  kind  of  profit.” 

Predictions  are  that  by  mid-summer  gasoline  prices  will  rise 
to  $1.50  per  gallon.  Utah’s  prices  may  remain  a  little  lower, 
said  Joe  Jones,  marketing  employee  of  Texaco  Products 
Distributors. 

“No  imported  crude  oil  is  marketed  in  Utah,”  he  explained. 
“By  using  domestic  crude  from  Utah,  Colorado  and  Wyoming, 
prices  will  stay  down  a  bit.” 

Nationwide  imported  crude  is  down  about  17  percent,  while 
domestic  production  is  up  about  one  percent,  said  Kirkham. 

“In  order  to  help  our  dealers  out,”  said  Mike  Orencole,  sales 
representative  for  Dunn  Oil  Company,  “we’ve  been  drawing 
our  oil  from  the  supplier  with  the  lowest  prices.” 

In  two  to  six  months,  however,  oil  prices  may  be  decon¬ 
trolled,  resulting  in  the  projected  30  cents  a  gallon  increase. 

“The  major  oil  companies  are  nickeling  and  diming  us  to 
death  right  now  to  get  that  increase,”  Orencole  said.  “It’s  go¬ 
ing  to  be  really  bad  when  government  takes  away  that  6-cent- 
a-gallon  limit  on  increases  by  the  oil  companies.” 

Because  of  the  increase  in  prices,  some  local  stations  say 
business  has  been  unusually  slack.  “The  whole  situation  is 
really  hurting  us,”  said  the  assistant  manager  of  one  Salt  Lake 
Chevron  station.  “Our  sales  have  dropped  off  at  least  500 
gallons  a  day  since  the  increase.”

Baby  boom  sets  record 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Tales  by 
the  former  American  hostages  of 
brutal  treatment  at  the  hands  of 
their  Iranian  captors  angered  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  and  Jimmy  Carter  on 
Thursday,  and  prompted  plans  for 
Senate  hearings  to  lay  the  story 
before  the  American  public. 

In  a  hand-written  report  on  his 
emotional  visit  with  the  freed 
hostages  Wednesday  in  Wiesbaden, 
West  Germany,  Carter  urged 
Reagan  to  abide  by  the  U.S.  agree¬ 
ment  with  Iran,  “but  never  do  any 
favors  for  the  hoodlums  who  per¬ 
secuted  innocent  American  heroes.” 

Vice  President  Walter  F.  Mon¬ 
dale  delivered  Carter’s  report  to 
Reagan  at  the  White  House  Thurs¬ 
day  morning.  Reagan  was  said  to  be 
“outraged”  and  “deeply  upset”  af¬ 
ter  reading  it  and  hearing  Mon¬ 
dale’s  account  of  mistreatment  of 
the  American  captives. 

Abuses  included  incidents  of  Rus¬ 
sian  roulette,  long  periods  of  solitary 
confinement  in  primitive 
“dungeons,”  beatings  and  mock  ex¬ 
ecutions,  according  to  the  hostages’ 
reports  to  their  families. 

The  reports  of  Iranian  brutality 
brought  an  quick,  indignant 
response  from  members  of  Congress. 
Senate  Republican  Leader  Howard 
Baker  announced  public  hearings 
by  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations 
Committee  into  “the  brutal  treat¬ 
ment,  even  atrocities,”  suffered  by 
the  hostages,  and  resolutions  were 
introduced  in  the  House  and  Senate 
to  support  any  decision  Reagan 
might  make  to  refuse  to  carry  out 
the  entire  agreement  with  Iran. 

Iranian  savages 

In  his  report  to  his  successor,  Car¬ 
ter  said  the  hostages  had  been 
“abused  more  than  I  had  previously  : 
known.”  He  said  the  Iranians  had 
“acted  like  savages”  to  the  end,  and 
he  termed  the  hostage  ordeal  an  “of¬ 
ficial  criminal  act  of  terrorism.” 

Returning  from  an  emotional,  80- 
minute  meeting  with  the  freed  cap¬ 
tives  at  Wiesbaden,  West  Germany, 
Carter  said  the  settlement  is  “very 
favorable”  to  the  U.S. ,  not  only  for 
release  of  the  hostages  but  for  its 
financial  terms.

The  freed  American  hostages, 
now  in  Germany,  emerging  from  the 
long  nightmare  of  brutality  and 
abuse  in  Iranian  captivity,  started 
adjusting  to  normal  life  Thursday 
with  visits  to  the  dentist,  new 
clothes,  manicures  for  the  two 
women  and  plenty  of  hamburgers. 

Iran,  however,  claimed  holding 
the  hostages  was  a  great  achieve¬ 
ment  for  the  Iranian  revolution. 
Prime  Minister  Mohammad  Ali  Ra- 
jai  was  quoted  by  Tehran  radio 
Thursday  as  saying  Iran  “launched 
a  great  struggle  against  imperialism 
and  for  14  months  forced  it  to  kneel 
before  it.” 

He  said  the  hostage  crisis  had 
“shown  the  world  that  America  was 
an  aggressor,  that  the  word  ‘em¬ 
bassy’  had  lost  its  meaning  and  that 
it  had  come  to  mean  a  spy  den.” 

When  the  50  men  and  two  women 
return  to  America  they  will  receive  a 
welcome  that  will  include  a  bonanza 
of  gifts  ranging  from  Super  Bowl 
tickets  to  Persian  rags.

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Watt  gets  Senate  approval 

WASHINGTON  —  The  Senate  moved 
rapidly  Thursday  toward  confirming  the  rest  of 
President  Reagan’s  Cabinet,  including  the  con¬ 
troversial  nomination  of  James  G.  Watt  to 
head  the  Interior  Department.  He  won  ap¬ 
proval  by  an  83-12  vote. 

In  other  votes  Thursday,  the  Senate  ap¬ 
proved  the  appointments  of  Reagan’s  attorney 
general  and  his  secretaries  of  agriculture,  com¬ 
merce,  housing  and  urban  development,  and 
transportation.

Polish  farmers,  workers  strike 

WARSAW,  Poland  —  Police  blocked  off  a 
demonstration  by  angry  Polish  farmers  in  a 
rural  area  Thursday  and  members  of  the  in¬ 
dependent  trade  union  Solidarity  shut  more 
than  800  factories  in  the  Baltic  seaport  of 
Gdansk  and  other  cities. 

The  protests  were  followed  by  reports  of  more 
strikes  planned  for  Friday  in  Warsaw,  the 
Walbrzych  area  in  southwest  Poland,  Grud- 
ziadz  in  the  northwest  and  elsewhere. 

The  government  sent  police  reinforcements 
to  Bydgoszcz,  150  miles  northwest  of  Warsaw, 
where  farmers  drove  tractors  toward  the  city 
for  a  protest  demanding  an  independent  union 
similar  to  Solidarity,  which  emerged  from  labor 
unrest  last  summer  that  raised  a  threat  of  still- 
possible  Soviet  intervention. 

No  incidents  were  reported  when  large  police 
contingents  halted  the  farmers  by  blocking  all 
roads  leading  to  the  city.  But  a  Solidarity 
spokesman  said  the  “police  warned  protesting 
farmers  they  would  face  punishment  if  they 
forced  their  way  into  the  city.” 

Anti-abortionists  march  in  D.C. 

WASHINGTON  —  Thousands  of  anti¬ 
abortion  demonstrators  marched  in  the  capital 
Thursday  and  heard  Health  and  Human  Ser¬ 
vices  Secretary  Richard  S.  Schweiker  promise 
“to  implement  a  pro-life  policy”  in  his  depart¬ 
ment.  Leaders  of  the  march  met  with  President 
Reagan. 

Schweiker  addressed  a  cheering  crowd 
gathered  on  the  Ellipse  on  the  eighth  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  Supreme  Court  decision  permitting 
abortions.

Cleaver  studying  LDS  Church 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Eldridge  Cleaver,  the 
former  Black  Panther  leader,  ex -convict, 
author  and  political  activist  who  later  em¬ 
braced  Christianity,  has  reportedly  been  study¬ 
ing  the  Mormon  Church. 

Church  officials  confirmed  Thursday  night 
reports  that  Cleaver  has  received  visits  from 
church  missionaries  in  Menlo  Park,  Calif.,  and 
that  he  has  spoken  privately  with  Paul  Dunn,  a 
member  of  the  church’s  First  Quorum  of 
Seventy. 

Cleaver  was  not  immediately  available  for 
comment. 

Church  spokesman  Don  LeFevre  said  Dunn 
met  Cleaver  during  a  regular  visit  to  church 
members  in  California.  Dunn  supervises 
church  activities  in  the  California  area. 

“On  one  occasion  he  (Dunn)  did  visit  with 
Mr.  Cleaver,”  LeFevre  said.  “However,  it 
would  be  inappropriate  for  us  to  discuss  any  in¬ 
terest  Mr.  Cleaver  might  have  in  the  church.” 

Cleaver,  45,  rose  to  prominence  in  the  Black 
Panthers  during  the  1960s  following  publica¬ 
tion  of  his  book,  “Soul  On  Ice.”

Washington  —  A  move  to  present  con¬ 
gressional  gold  medals  to  the  freed  American 
hostages  drew  rapid  support  in  the  House  on 
Thursday. 

Frank  Annunzio,  D-Ill.,  chairman  of 
the  House  Banking  consumer  affairs  subcom- 
mitte,  introduced  the  bill,  which  calls  for  the 
striking  of  53  solid  gold  medals  —  one  for  each 
American  freed  Tuesday  from  Iran  and  another 
for  Richard  Queen,  who  was  released  after  be¬ 
ing  held  for  250  days’  captivity.

Many  small  miracles, 
attributed  to  the  direct 
intervention  of  the 
Lord,  enabled  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  to 
be  re-established  in 
Iceland,  according  to 
Byron  Geslison.  He 
opened  the  country  for 
missionary  work  in 
1975. 

Speaking  Thursday 
in  an  address  sponsored 
by  the  ASBYU 
academics  office, 
Geslison  said,  “I  have  a 
testimony  that  the  Lord 
handpicks  the  people  to 
come  into  the  church 
who  are  needed  to  help 
the  work  grow.” 

Church  officials 
talked  with  him  several 
times  about  sending 
missionaries  to  Iceland, 
and,  according  to 
Geslison,  LDS  Church 
President  David  0. 
McKay  once  said  to 
him:  “Now  don’t  you 
let  us  forget  Iceland  and 
that  the  gospel  needs  to 
be  taken  there.” 

In  1974,  Geslison  was 
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not  necessarily  mean  that  Mr. 
Kitchen  is  admitting  guilt,”  Van 
Scivar  said. 

Van  Scivar  said  Kitchen  was  en¬ 
tering  the  no  contest  plea  to  avoid 
“subjecting  the  girl,  a  witness,  to  a 
trial,”  and  in  hopes  his  sentence 
would  be  lighter. 

He  said  he  hoped  the  court  would 
allow  Kitchen  to  serve  this  term 
concurrent  with  his  previous  sen¬ 
tence.  Kitchen  is  presently  serving 
time  in  Utah  State  Prison  on  a  theft 
conviction. 

Prosecuting  Attorney  Steve 
Killpack  said  the  prosecution  did 
not  object  to  the  plea. 

“The  state’s  witnesses  are  very 


young  and  are  nervous  to  testify  in 
front  of  a  jury,”  Killpack  said.  He 
said  the  prosecution  was  eager  to 
protect  the  girls  from  a  “traumatic 
experience.” 

Judge  David  Sam  explained  the 
implications  of  the  no  contest  plea 
to  Kitchen. 

“A  plea  of  no  contest  indicates 
the  defendant  does  not  challenge 
the  charges  against  him,”  Sam  said. 
“This  plea  has  the  same  effect  as 
one  of  ‘guilty,’  and  the  imposition  of 
a  sentence  will  be  determined  in  the 
same  manner  as  for  a  guilty  plea.” 

By  pleading  no  contest,  Kitchen 
waived  the  right  to  a  jury  trial  and 
the  right  to  appeal  the  sentence, 
Sam  said.

6-5  All-American  can  also  move  closer  to  the 
NCAA  record  for  the  most  consecutive  games  in 
double  figures,  needing  five  more  games  to  tie 
Old  Dominion’s  Ronnie  Valentine. 

The  Rams,  on  the  other  hand,  have  had  their 
problems  this  season.  Sporting  a  2-13  record, 
CSU  has  yet  to  win  a  WAC  contest.  The  Cougars 
have  practiced  all  week  for  their  game  against  the 
Cowboys  and  are  spending  only  a  little  time 
Thursday  and  today  preparing  for  the  Rams. 

“CSU  is  a  team  not  blessed  with  a  great  deal  of 
talent,”  said  head  coach  Frank  Arnold. 

The  Rams  are  led  by  All-WAC  guard  Eddie 
Hughes,  who  leads  the  team  in  scoring,  and 
backcourt  mate  Kevin  Bromley,  who  leads  the 
team  in  assists. 

The  Cougars  should  have  the  edge  on  the 
baseline  as  the  front  line  of  CSU  hasn't  been  too 
strong  on  the  boards  and  lacks  experience  in  the 
forward  position,  starting  two  6-7  freshmen. 

But  BYU  will  have  its  hands  full  Saturday  : 
with  All-WAC  performer  Charles  Bradley  . 
anchoring  an  experienced  13-2  Wyoming  club. 
The  Cowboys  are  5-0  in  WAC  play  and  match  up 
well  with  the  Cougars  in  every  position. 

At  6-5,  Bradley  is  the  leading  scorer  with  a  19.6 
average  and  he  will  be  joined  in  the  backcourt  by 
6-3  Mike  Jackson,  who  is  scoring  just  under  10 
points  a  game. 

Up  front,  6-6  Kenneth  Ollie  is  third  in  the 
WAC  in  rebounding  with  10.2  boards  per  game, 


just  behind  Micheal  Cage  of  San  Diego  State 
(13.8)  and  Steve  Trumbo  of  BYU  (11.3).  Bill  Gar¬ 
nett,  a  6-8  forward,  and  6-10  center  Greg  Thesen- 
vitz  round  out  the  Cowboy  big  men. 

“We  are  going  to  Utah  to  face  a  couple  of  great 
basketball  teams,”  said  Wyoming  head  coach 
Jim  Brandenburg.  “Both  get  out  and  fast  break, 
have  good  early  offenses  and  are  rugged  inside.” 

Arnold  said  the  key  to  the  Cougar  attack  is  6- 
11  Greg  Kite.  In  each  of  BYU’s  three  losses,  Kite 
hasn’t  had  good  nights  under  the  basket. 

Against  Oregon  State  he  had  one  rebound, 
against  Tennessee  he  had  four  and  against 
UTEP,  in  foul  trouble,  he  spent  a  good  share  of 
the  game  as  a  spectator. 

“I’ve  always  felt  that  to  have  a  great  team,  you 
have  to  have  a  great  center,”  Arnold  said.  “If 
we’re  going  to  win,  Kite’s  got  to  play  well.” 

After  last  week’s  loss  to  UTEP,  Arnold  said  in 
pressure  situations  the  players  have  a  tendency 
to  look  to  Ainge  and  Fred  Roberts  for  scoring.  He 
said  for  the  Cougars  to  win  what  he  called  “five- 
piston  games”  like  UTEP,  Wyoming  and  Utah, 
“all  five  players  better  be  hitting  on  all  five 
pistons.” 

He  said  the  effect  of  the  UTEP  loss  has  caused 
the  players  to  practice  with  more  intensity  this 
week  and  added  “they're  more  ready  to  play.” 

With  his  game  against  Utah  obviously  in  mind, 
Arnold  said,  “by  the  end  of  next  week  there  won’t 
be  an  undefeated  team  in  the  conference.”

'Murder  role  tough  on  Farrah 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  Farrah  Fawcett  says 
she  leaves  the  set  of  “Murder  in  Texas”  feeling 
confused  and  frustrated  because  she  personally 
suffers  the  rejection  her  character  experiences. 

Miss  Fawcett  plays  Joan  Robinson  Hill,  the 
Houston  socialite  and  sportswoman  whose 
mysterious  death  on  March  19,  1969,  set  off  a 
bizarre  series  of  events  involving  revenge  and 
murder. 

“This  role  is  a  stretch  for  me,”  said  Miss  Faw¬ 
cett,  her  famous  tawny  mane  pulled  back  into  a 
pony  tail.  She  was  without  makeup  and  wearing 
a  blue  robe  as  she  prepared  for  a  party  scene  to  be 
filmed  on  location  at  the  Ambassador  Hotel  here. 
Her  boyfriend  in  real  life,  Ryan  O’Neal,  sat 
beside  her. 

“I  don’t  think  I’ve  ever  had  this  demanding  a 
role.  And  mentally,  she’s  not  a  girl  who’s  close  to 
me,”  the  actress  said.  “If  I  take  her  home  with 
me  I’m  in  a  bad  mood.” 

“She  had  a  bad  relationship  with  her  husband. 
Those  are  the  best  scenes  so  we  spend  more  time 
on  them.  I  get  a  little  confused  when  I  leave.  I’m 
here  all  day  figuring  out  as  Farrah  doing  Joan 
how  to  get  this  guy  to  love  me.  I  try  to  be  nice  and 
I  can’t  reach  him.  I  take  those  frustrations  home. 
It’s  a  role  that  affects  me  that  much.” 

Sam  Elliott  plays  Dr.  John  Hill,  the  husband. 
Katharine  Ross  is  Ann  Kurth,  Dr.  Hill’s  second 
wife  and  the  author  ,of  the  book  on  which  the 
NBC  mini-series  is  based.  Andy  Griffith  plays 
Ash  Robinson,  who  became  conviced  that  Hill 
murdered  his  daughter,  and  took  after  the  doctor 
with  a  vengeance  to  have  him  brought  to  trial. 

NBC  tentatively  plans  to  broadcast  “Murder 
in  Texas”  on  Sunday  and  Monday,  April  5-6,  and 
if  the  mini-series  is  successful,  it  could  give  a 
much-needed  boost  to  Miss  Fawcett’s  career.  She 
quit  “Charlie’s  Angels”  three  years  ago  for  the 


“Murder  in  Texas,”  directed  by  Billy  Hale,  is  a 
joint  producton  of  Dick  Clark  Cinema  Produc¬ 
tions  Inc.  and  Billy  Hale  Films.  John  McGreevey 
based  his  screenplay  on  “Prescription:  Murder,” 
written  by  Mrs.  Kurth. 

A  CBS  production  based  on  Thomas 
Thompson’s  book,  “Blood  and  Money,”  at¬ 
tempted  to  block  production  of  “Murder  in 
Texas,”  but  a  federal  court  in  New  York  declined 
to  order  the  filming  stopped. 

Curiously  enough,  Miss  Fawcett  also  was  the 
choice  to  play  Joan  Robinson  Hill  in  “Blood  and. 
Money.”

Scholarships 


Scholarships  are  an  investment  made  by  the  Church 
and  University  in  your  education  when  you  do  well  in  the 
academic  programs  of  BYU  and  meet  the  other  scholar¬ 
ship  requirements. 

BYU  offers  two  types  of  scholarships  to  continuing 
undergraduate  students.  First,  there  are  University  and 
private  scholarships  based  strictly  on  grade  point  average. 
These  awards  range  anywhere  from  half  tuition  up  to 
*1.400  per  academic  year.  To  be  competitive  for  these 
scholarships  you  will  need  a  cumulative  GPA  of  about  3.7. 
If  you  have  acute  financial  need,  a  grant  may  be  added  to 
this  scholarship. 

Another  type  of  scholarship  offered  at  BYU  comes 
from  money  given  to  the  University  by  individuals  or  com¬ 
panies.  Sometimes  these  donors  establish  certain  criteria 
students  must  meet  to  receive  the  award.  Some  of  these 
specific  scholarship  requirements  are  — 

College  Major  —  There  are  over  150  scholarships 
restricted  to  students  in  certain  majors.  For  example, 
awards  are  given  to  students  in  education,  art,  dance, 
drama,  music,  nursing,  English,  German,  speech,  com¬ 
munications,  all  fields  of  engineering,  pre-med,  the  agri¬ 
cultural  and  biological  sciences,  math,  chemistry,  physics, 
family  living,  and  many  more. 

Financial  Need  —  Althouth  GPA  is  evaluated  in 
awarding  all  scholarships,  a  student’s  financial  need  is  a 
major  consideration  in  making  some  awards.  If  you  would 
like  to  be  considered  for  one  of  the  need-based  scholar¬ 
ships,  you  must  fill  out  the  Financial  Aid  Form  (FAF). 

Year  in  School  —  Some  awards  are  restricted  to  fresh¬ 
men.  Others  require  that  you  be  a  sophomore  or  junior  at 
the  time  the  awards  are  made.  All  awards  made  by  the 
Undergraduate  Scholarship  Committee  go  to  students  who 
have  fewer  than  120  semester  hours  of  credit.  If  you  are  a 
graduate  student,  you  should  inquire  at  the  Graduate 
School  or  your  major  department  about  graduate  awards. 

Home  State  —  Limitations  have  been  placed  on  some 
scholarships  making  them  available  only  to  students  from 
certain  geographical  areas.  When  you  apply  for  a  scholar¬ 
ship  at  BYU,  you  are  automatically  considered  for  this 
type  of  award,  based  on  your  permanent  address. 

Other  —  There  are  several  other  scholarships  that 
have  had  special  restrictions  place  upon  them.  Two 
scholarship  funds  have  been  established  to  provide  awards 
for  physically  handicapped  students.  Another  scholarship 
goes  only  to  the  children  of  Tabernacle  Choir  members. 
There  are  scholarships  for  widows  and  divorcees,  Ameri¬ 
can  Indian  students,  and  students  from  the  Bay  area  of 
California.

To  apply  for  a  scholarship  for  the  1981-82  school  yeai,  ® 
go  to  the  Financial  Aids  Office,  A-41  ASB,  fill  out  a  one-ny 
page  application,  and  turn  it  in.  That’s  all.  The  deadline  is  tisi 
Feb.  1.  No  applications  will  be  accepted  after  that  date,  ^is 
If  your  CPA  is  3.7  or  higher,  we  encourage  you  tc 
apply.  You  will  receive  a  letter  in  April,  before  the  end  ois 
winter  semester,  telling  you  whether  or  not  you  have  quali-  i 
fied.  Most  scholarships  are  for  one  year.  Awards  are  not  | : 
automatically  renewed;  therefore,  a  student  who  cur-  1 
rently  holds  a  one-year  award  must  reapply  for  a  new 
scholarship. 


Financial  Need 
Consideration 


Students  who  qualify  for  an  academic  scholarship 
may  be  eligible  for  an  additional  grant  of  $200  or  $400 
based  on  their  financial  need.  There  are  also  scholarships 
for  which  financial  need  is  a  major  consideration  in  mak¬ 
ing  the  award.  To  be  considered  for  a  grant  or  a  need-based 
scholarship,  you  must  complete  the  Financial  Aid  Form 
(FAF).  The  FAF  is  available  at  the  Financial  Aids  Office, 
A-41  ASB.  After  you  fill  it  out,  mail  it  to  the  College 
Scholarship  Service  in  Berkeley,  California  where  it  will  be 
analyzed  and  returned  to  BYU.  This  process  takes  about 
four  weeks.  This  means  that  you  must  mail  the  form  by  the 
scholarship  deadline  of  Feb.  2  to  assure  that  your  financial 
needs  analysis  will  be  here  when  awards  are  being  made. 

The  FAF  must  be  filed  each  year  after  January  1.  An 
FAF  analyzed  prior  to  Feb.  2,  1980  will  not  be  considered 
in  making  scholarship  awards  for  1981-82.  The  FAF  can 
also  be  used  to  determine  your  eligibility  for  the  Basic 
Educational  Opportunity  Grant  (BEOG). 


Spring/Summer 

Scholarships 


Full  and  half  tuition  scholarships  are  offered  for  spring 
and  summer  terms.  If  you  plan  to  stay  for  one  or  for  both  of 
these  terms  and  have  a  GPA  of  3.7.  or  better,  apply  for  a 
scholarship.  The  spring  term  scholarship  application 
deadline  is  February  2,  while  the  summer  term  deadline  is 
May  10.
